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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board of Marlow: 


During the last school year the superintendent made forty- 
one visits of inspection, and made 15 other trips to Marlow, 
for various reasons connected with the schools. Ten visits were 
made by board members, and citizens made 33. Total enroll- 
ment in the schools was 69., There were 115 eases of tardiness, 
far too large a number for the welfare of the habits of the 
children. ; 

We wish to eall attention once more to the excellent 
transportation provided the children who attend school from 
points toward Marlow Junction. Few ‘towns are so well 
equipped with means of conveyance, and few school teams so 
weil managed for the good of the children. 

Repairs on the school-house were carried out during the 
year. The great need at present is for new floors, as the ones 
in the building are neither safe nor of a nature that can be 
kept clean and free from dust. 

Marlow received $1,261.65 from the state for the mainte- 
nanee of the schools during the past year. 

All. the children who took the examinations for Keene 
High School from the eighth grade of the Marlow schools were 
passed with good marks, upon their first (and only) trial. 

Medical inspection still shows the need for more care on 
the part of the parents for the children’s health, but several 
parents have availed themselves of the knowledge to have 
defects remedied. 
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The superintendent desires to express his appreciation of 
the work done by the board members toward securing good 
equipment and good teaching during the past year, and for the 
friendly attitude and constant cooperation combined with good 
judgment and excellent advice. 

By vote of the-school board noon lunches were carried 
on during the cold weather months, thus keeping Marlow in 
the ranks of those towns caring for the welfare of children who 
are transported. 

Standard tests in use in the school show a continual im- 
provement in the school work done, especially in the fundamen- 
tals, reading, writing and arithmetic. The gain in the other 
essentials wili be still greater with the completion of the 
present year, the proper ground work having carefully been 
laid. ; 

The resignations of the teachers from last year created 
two vacancies. We desire to express our pleasure at the work 
done by Miss Parker and Miss Bailey. 

We regretfully call attention to the fact that the attend- 
ance at Marlow still shows room for improvement, although it 
is immeasurably better than it was two years ago. The parents 
who are cooperating for steady attendance of the children are 
tendering a real service to child welfare and education.

Your Board submits the following report: 


All the school work this year has been, as in the previous 
year, concentrated in the Village, and while in some respects, 
this is not for the best interests of the outlying districts of the 
town, it does through the higher standard of teachers obtain- 
able, prove a direct advantage in educational privilege to the 
individual pupil from those sections. 

The schools were maintained 36 weeks, taught in the 
Grammar Room by Miss Marian Wilbur of Charlestown and 
in the Primary Room by Miss Doris Perkins of Marlow. 

We are glad to report a general improvement in the schools 
and believe much more could be attained through a closer ¢o- 
operation of the home and the school by the agency of some 
such organization as a Teacher-Parent Association. 

The school rooms are in dire need of repairs, especially in 
respect to floors which condition the Board hopefully expects 
to be permitted to remedy.
